FEEDS FOR EWES 


DURING WINTER 


The fcedlni of the ewe flock during 


the winter months depends a great 
deal on the condition «f th* ewes at 
the beginning of winter 


If the ewes are in good flesh and 


in a vigorous condition, explains W. 
C. Skelley, assistant anlm*' husband- 
man 8t the New Jersey State College 
of Agriculture, leguminous roughages 
•such as alfalfa, clover, oats and peas, 
and toy bean hay, will be sufficient for 
the greater part of the pregnancy pe- 
riod. Timothy and marsh hays should 
nencr be fed to ewes, as they are con- 
stipating and may cause losses. An- 
other objection to timothy hay Is that 
the heads s*t into the wool, making 
It hard to shear and lowering its mar- 
ket price 
Where corn stalks are 


available they may be added to th« 
legume hay, as they give good result* 
and also cut down cocti. floots and 


1 silage If available may be added to 
. the ration In mod*rate amounts, but 
1 care should be taken to see that lh*y 


S are not frozen, moldy, or sour, for 
1 they may cause abortion.

A good mixture Is tw« 


j parts of oaK one part of corn, and 


one part of brnn, fed In amounts of 


Woodland,! *bottt half pound to »ach ewe a day. 


One of the problems of the sheep 


owner Is to have his ewes gtre enough 
milk for the lamb. Frequently, when 
ewes have been fed the entire winter 
on roughage, they have no • mlllr. 
This difficulty can be overcome, how- 
ever, by light grain feeding, beginning 
four to sir weeks before the ewes are 
due to Iamb. Two parts of oats and 
one part of bran make an excellent 
mixture fed at about the rat* of half 
a pound to each ewe a day. 


Another point to keep In mind about 


the ewes is to see that they get plenty 
of exercise, since this Insures stronger 
and healthier lambs, and the ewes will 
have less trouble In delivery. To get 
them to take exercise a good plan Is, 
on bright clear days, to scatter som* 
of their roughage In the field* and al-

The proceedings of the nrst Con- 


tinental Congress produced a most 
profound sensation in Creat Britain, 
and. upon the assembling of Parlia- 
ment, the king denounced the Amer- 
ican colonists as "rebels," and prom- 
ised ample means to bring them into 
subjection. 


The flrst Continental Congress had 


put forth several able State papers— 
a Bill ot Rights; an Address to the 
People of Creat Britain; another to 
the aoveral British-American col- 
onies; another to the Inhabitants of 
the Province of Quebec, and a peti- 
tion to the king. 
But one of the 


, most significant acts of this Con- 
gress, and the roost offensive to 
Groat Britain, was the passage ot a 
resolution, which strong!) appro-ted 
the opposition of the inhabitants of 
Massachusetts to the execution of the 
late ft> ot Parliament, and prom- 
ising armed support should England 
attempt to can-} them into execu- 
tion by force. 


The public press in the colonies 


almost unanimously supported the 
attitude assumed by the Congress. 
Tbe four newspapers published In 
the province of New York were Hugh 
CJalne'g "Xe\\ York Mercury.' John 
Holt's "New York Journal," John 
Anderson's "Constitutional Gazette," 
and James Rlvington's "New York 
Gasette" 
The nrst three were in 


sympathy with the patriots 
The 


latter favored the royal side in po- 
litical discussions. Holt's "Journal" 
was the most outspoken of any of

The se\eral colonies promptly ex- 


pressed their approial of the pro- 
ceedings of the Continental Con- 
gress.
